Tlie  yeaj-  did  not  show  any  developments  necessitatino- 
special  comments,  and  the  contents  of  these  reports  are  there- 
fore mainly  statistical  in  nature.  JJiese  statistics  show  an 
estimated  increase  of  830  in  the  total  population,  a furthe]- 
fall  in  the  birth  rate  and  a rise  in  the  general  death  i-ate. 
'I'he  infantile  inortalitv  rate  was  slightlv  hig-her  than  in  195(1, 
when  it  reached  the  lowest  level  ever  to  be  recorded,  but  the 
rate  for  this  year  still  compares  favourabh’  with  that  for 
Engtand  and  Wales.  There  are  many  factors  which  have 
contributed  to  the  steady  fall  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate, 
and  one  of  these  factors  is  the  continuous  work  in  health 
education  and  advice  given  bv  health  visitors  and  medical 
officers  to  mothers  either  in  their  own  homes  or  when  they 
attend  the  various  infant  welfare  centres.  There  are  now 
fifty-five  such  centres  operating-  in  the  County,  which  were 
attended  by  ovei-  5,000  children. 

The  fall  in  the  birth  rate,  combined  with  the  still 
increasing-  tendency  for  women  to  go  into  institutions  foi- 
their  confinements,  has  had  the  effect  of  reducing  the  amount 
of  work  of  the  domiciliary  midwives,  but  this  reduction  has 
been  more  than  offset  by  the  increase  in  the  demand  for  the 
services  of  domiciliary  nurses.  Much  of  the  work  of  these 
nurses  is  concerned  with  aged,  chronically  ill  patients  being- 
nursed  in  their  own  homes.  This  work  is  heavy,  often  un- 
pleasant and  fre([uently  mentall.\  unrewarding,  but  never- 
theless of  great  im])ortance,  and  com])arat ively  few  ])eo])le 
appreciate  the  value  toi  the  community  of  the  continuous  and 
conscientious  work  put  in  by  domi(‘iliary  nurses  in  this  sphere 
of  their  activities. 

The  demands  on  the  ambulance  service  have  continued 
to  increase,  but  the  rate  of  this  increase  is  less  than  in 
previous  years,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  time  lias  now  (-ome 
wlien  further  extenisions  to  this  service  will  be  unnecessary. 

In  the  field  of  infectious  diseases  there  were  again  over 
’J,500  cases  oif  measles  notified,  but  relatively  few  cases  of 
other  notifiable  infectious  diseases.  Gnly  one  case  of 
diphtheria  was  notified.  The  virtual  disappearance  of  this 
serious  disease  must  be  largely  attributed  toi  iimnunisation 
and,  to  maintain  the  position  that  has  been  gained,  constant 
efforts  will  need  to  be  made  to  see  that  a high  proportion  of 
infants  receive  the  protection  given  by  immunisation,  and 
that  the  protection  thus  given  in  the  early  years  is  maintained 
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by  reinforcing  injections  diiring'  scbool  life.  For  the  County 
as  a,  \rhole,  63%  of  the  cliilcl  population  has  been  immunised 
afi’ninst  di])htheria.  This  is  only  just  about  tlie  safety  level 
and  the  position  needs  to  be  improved. 

Although  there  has  been  a slipht  increase  in  the  number 
of  Jiotitications  of  tubei'culosis,  the  numbei'  of  deaths  from 
(hi.s  disease  fias  fallen.  Cfonsideiable  work  still  remains  to 
be  done  in  the  way  of  pi'eventing  this  disease,  and  it  is  to 
be  hojUMl  tliat  this  pi’eventive  work  will  be  much  helped  by 
I he  sj)i’ead  of  13.(h(t.  vaccination. 

On  the  administiative  side,  ari'angements  were  completed 
by  the  end  of  the.  year  to  o])en  a Divisional  Health  Office  at 
hock  1 ingd on  foi*  the  Howdenshire  Healtli  Division.  This 
oltiee  is  being'  accommodated  t eni jvorarily  in  the  S(dio(d  (3inic 
piaonises  ])ending  final  a))])r(vva]  being  given  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  to  tin*  pT'ovision  of  the  peiananent  offices  con- 
(em])lat(a]  by  (Ik*  (kvuiicil. 

l)i'.  Thomson  resigned  from  his  post  of  Deputy  (V)unty 
Medical  ( Mfieei'  at  the  end  of  dune,  aiiid  it  was  decided  not 
to  till  the  vaeaney  as  su(di.  Instead,  Dr.  Feiguson,  the 
Divisional  Medical  ( IHieer  for  t he  Holderness  Health  Division, 
was  ai)p()inted  to  act  as  Deputy  (c)unty  Medical  Officer  from 
time  to  time  as  necessary. 

Imduded  in  this  report  is  a section  j)repared  by  Mr. 
Fart iidg(‘,  the  ('ounty  Welfare  Officer,  which  deals  with  the 
work  eai-ried  out  by  tht‘  ('ouiicil  under  the  provisions  of  tbe 
.Vational  Assistanet*  Act. 

I should  like  to  ex})i‘ess  my  thanks  to  all  members  t>f 
(lit*  staff  for  th(‘  willing  and  cons(‘ient io'us  service  they  have 
(■ontinued  to  giv(*  during  the  year,  and  may  1 again  express

The  birth  rate  of  14.5  for  tlie  County  has  now  fallen  to 
the  level  which  o'btainerl  before  the  war.  The  application 
of  the  comparability  factor  shows  that  for  purposes  of 
comparison  this  rate  compares  with  the  rate  for  England  and 
AVales,  which  was  15.5.

Ihiere  were  *J,()4()  deaths  I’e^dstered  for  the  County  in 
1051.  an  increase  of  on  the  ho'ure  for  the  previous  year. 
Idiis  gives  a death  rate  of  12.4  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
as  eoin[)ared  with  11.4  in  1050,  The  aj)])lieation  of  the  com- 
parahility  faidor  to  this  crude  rate  gives  a rate  of  11.3,  which 
shows  that  the  rate  for  the  County  eoini)ares  favourably  with 
the  rate  for  Englaml  and  \\Tiles,  which  was  12.0.  The  rate 
for  England  and  Whiles  for  1050  was  11.6. 

Idle  pruieipal  causes  of  death  in  the  County  were  heart 
diseases  (807),  cancer  (412),  and  vascular  lesions  o4  the 
nervous  system  (300).  These  three  causes  again  accounted 
for  64%  of  the  deaths. 

60.7%  of  all  the  deaths  occurred  in  people  aged  65  and

TIk'  fall  in  llie  al  1 enda iices  al  Anfe-natal  clinic's  provided 
hy  llie  ('oiincil,  which  has  been  (*onnncnfed  u])()n  in,  i)revioiis 
rc'poids,  has  continued.  As  a resull,  Ihe  clinic  at  Dritlield 
was  clost'd  in  Sepienilnu*,  l!)bl,  aiiid  there  are  now  only  two 
(a)nntv  clinics  functioning',  one  at  Beverlev  and  one  at 
lie  S'sle,  At  these  I wo  rc'niainin^'  cdinics,  the  number  od  woinen 
attending'  has  fallen  considei'ably  and  at  eacdi  there  has  been 
a reduction  in  tlu'  nunibei'  of  sessions  held  during'  the  year.

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were  tlii'ee  maternal  deaths  in  the  ('omity  rluriiig 
the  year.  The  maternal  mortality  ratt'  was  ().9b  per  l,()t)() 
total  births,  whilst  that  for  Fngland  and  Wales  was  (1,79. 


Ante-natal  and  lh)ST-NATAL  tlosTEj.s. 

The  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Hostel  at  “ dlie  Avenue 
Hospital,  Bridlington,  which  provides  accommodation  for 
eight  women  and  eight  infants  continued  to  be  fully  o(*cui)ied 
during  the  year.  Twenty-two  patients  were  admitted. 


Infant  5Velf.\re  Centres. 

There  has  been  a slight  fall  in  the  total  number  of 
attendances  at  the  Infant  AVelfare  CVntres  as  comi)ared  with 
the  figures  for  1950.  This  was  mainly  due  to  the  expected 
drop  in  the  numbers  of  attendances  of  (diildren  between  the 
ages  of  one  and  5 years.  The  numiber  of  (diildi'en  under  one 
year  of  age  attending  the  centres  during  the  year,  however, 
showed  a slight  iiKT'ease  as  compared  with  1950,  despite  a 
fall  in  the  total  number  of  l)irths  during  the  year  under 
review.  New  attendances  (d  (diildren  under  one  year  of  age 
represented  52%  of  the  registered  live  biidhs  in  the  County. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  55  infant  welfare  centres  were 
operating.  During  the  year,  new  centies  wem  opened  at 
Hotham,  Melbourne  and  Wold  Newton,  but  the  centres  at 
Hutton  Oranswick  and  the  R.A.F.  Station  at  Driffield  had  to 
be  closed  owing  to  poor  attendances. 
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Pal  ticvilars  of  ilie  work  (^arried  out  during’  tlie  year  at 
the  i*eutres  in  tin'  ('ouiiiv  aie  given  in  the  following  table  : —

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Dental  Care. 

The  Ohief  Dental  Otiieer  reports  as  follows:  — 

Arrangenieiits  tor  the  dental  ins})eetion  and  treatment 
of  expeetant  and  nursing  mothers  continued  as  before. 
Regular  inspections  were  carried  out  only  at  Reverley, 
Bridlington  and  Hessle,  but  facilities  feu*  treatnient  were 
available  tor  patients  from  any  i)iart  of  the  County. 

The  introduction  of  a (diarge  for  dentures  constructed 
under  the  National  Health  Service  did  not  cause  any  increased 
demand  for  treatment  from  tlie  County  dental  service. 

The  majority  of  the  patients  examined  were  found  to 
be  capable  of  being  made  dentally  fit  without  mullijde 
extractions  and  the  construction  of  dentures,  and  many  had 
the  necessary  treatnient  comideted  under  the  National  Health 
Servi(‘e  arrangements  through  dentists  in  private  practice. 
It  was  eAudeiit,  esi)ecially  among  many  of  the  younger 
expectant  mothers  examined,  that  dental  treatment  had  been 
carried  out  at  regular  intervahs. 

Idle  County  Coumdi  does  md  have  a deiitaj  lahoratory 
aud  all  mechanical  work  is  done  by  a meidmuic  to  the 
profession.  Facilities  for  X-ray  examination  are  availalde 
through  the  various  liospitals  serving  the  County. 

Inspection  and  treatment  was  made  avjiilable  during  tlie 
regular  visits  of  the  dental  otlicers  to  the  various  scfiools. 
Invitations  advising  jiareiits  of  the  tinu'  to  liidng  the  children 
under  schoid  age  for  ins])ection  weie  distributed  by  tlie  sehoid 
teachers,  and  the  Health  \"isit()rs  and  School  Nui'ses  were  also 
informed  of  the  jiroposed  visit  of  the  dental  otlicm-  lo  the 
school.  The  response,  measured  by  the  number  of  mothers 
bringing  cdiildreii,  was  disappointing  a, ml  it  is  unfortunate 
that  many  idiildren  are  not  dentally  inspected  befon*  com- 
mencing their  school  caieer.  Many  of  the  younger  children 
inspected  uere  remarkably  free  fi'om  dental  decay  and  the 
treatment  indicated,  in  most  cases  ext  raid-ion  of  one  or  two 
aching  or  septic  teeth,  a[)peared  to  be  the  reason  for  their 
attendance.

Tile  arraii^emeiiis  for  the  supply  on  loan  of  suitahle  cots, 
eiiuijiment  and  elothino'  for  the  home  nursing*  of  premature 
infants  continued  as  before,  but  v^ery  few  requests  have  been 
made  for  these  articles. 

During*  1951,  119  infants  born  to  mothers  normally 
residing*  in  the  County  have  been  notified  as  weighing*  5^  lbs. 
or  less  at  birth  and  thus  presumed  to  be  premature.  Of  these, 
'24  were  born  in  private  residences,  92  in  Regional  Hospital 
Board  H ospitals  and  three  in  uursing  homes. 

Of  th  ose  born  in  private  residences,  five  were  transferred 
to  liospital,  and  one  died  within  a week  of  birth. 


Care  of  the  Pnmarried  Mother  and  her  Child. 

Duiiiig  1951,  although  there  were  fewer  illegitimate 
births,  the  number  of  mothers  seeking  help  has  shown  an 
increase  on  the  previous  year.  The  Special  Welfare  Visitor 
has  been  kejit  fully  oceupied  with  the  many  human  problems 
that  this  work  entails,  namely,  in  arranging  hostel  and 
liospital  aeeommodation  for  the  expectant  mothers,  placing 
their  infants  in  nurseries,  or  with  adoptive  parents  according 
to  each  individual  need,  and  helping  to  trace  the  alleged 
fathers  in  order  to  obtain  affiliation  orders  or  maintenance 
grants.  Situations  are  also  found  in  certain  circumstances  for 
these  girls  with  their  offspring.  Many  require  long  periods  of 
supervision  and  guidance  before  they  return  to  a normal  way 
of  life. 
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The  Hostel  at  Bridlington  continues  to  supply  a very 
real  need.  The  majority  of  the  girls  wlien  admitted  feel  the 
insecurity  of  their  position  iTitensely.  All  have  expressed 
their  full  appreciation  for  the  comfort  and  security  the  liostel 
has  afforded  tliem.  A few  girls  have  been  maintained  in 
diocesan  homes. 

Wh  enever  possible,  arrangements  are  made  for  mothers 
to  kee})  their  babies,  but  many  instances  occur  where  this  is 
impossible.  ITnder  these  circumstances,  whilst  adoption  is 
considered  the  most  permanent  way  of  providing  for  the 
homeless  child  by  supplying  the  continuity  of  care  and  close 
relationshi])  on  a family  basis,  it  is  true  to  say  that  further 
increased  nursery  accommodation  would  mean  fewer  adoi)tions 
and  the  natural  mother  in  many  cases  would  not  be  finally 
se|)arated  from  her  offspring'. 

During  the  year,  95  new  cases  were  contacted  and  lieli) 
was  continued  for  14  who  had  been  first  seen  in  1950. 

Of  these  cases,  98  have  been  completed  as  follows  : -

CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

With  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Children  Act  on 
oth  duly,  1948,  the  responsibilities  for  the  duties  previously 
carried  out  by  the  Health  (h)mmittee  passed  to  the  Children’s 
Committee,  but  the  Health  Visitors  have  continued  to  act  as 
Child  Protection  Visitors.  During  the  year,  they  paid  140 
visits  to  foster  mothers  and  children. 

HEALTH  VISITING. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  w^ere  19  Health  Visitors 
on  the  staff,  and  each  of  these  nurses  also  undiertook  school 
nursing  and  tuberculosis  visiting  duties  in  her  area.  In 
addition,  there  w'ere  two  schoo-l  nurses.

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DOMICILIARY  NURSING  AND  MIDWIFERY  SERVICE. 


A'lthoiugli  provided  for  imder  two  separate  scliemes,  for 
the  ])iirpose  of  this  re])ort  the  domiciliary  imrsiug  and 
domiciliary  midwifery  services  will  again  be  regarded  as  one 
service',  as  in  the  majority  of  instances  doaniciliary  nurses 
combine  the  duties  of  nurse  and  midwife.

On  the  domiiiliary  midwifery  sido,  the  number  of  cases 
attended  was  101  fewer  than  in  1050,  and  the  number  of 
ante-natal  and  lying-in  visits  Avei-e  as  a conse(|uence  reduced 
by  just  over  5,000  visits.

At  the  end  of  the  vear,  40  County  domiciliary  midwives 
and  2 midwives  in  private  practice  were  suitably  qualified 
to  administer  gas  and  air  analgesia.  During  the  year,  574 
domiidliary  (‘ases  were  given  gas  and  air  at  their  confinements, 
i.e.,  54%  of  the  women  confined  in  their  own  homes  had 
this  help.

According'  to  tlie  returns  received  t'roin  the  niidwives, 
during  tire  whole  ot  the  year,  tor  i iistitutioinil  and  doiii iciliarv 
inidwitery,  l,dld  birth, s were  aitended  by  juidwives  with  iio 
doctor  in  attendance  at  tire  time  of  birth,  rei)resentiug 
(15%  of  the  birtlrs  occurring  in  the  County.  Df  the  1,122 
(loiniciliary  births,  675  were  attended  by  niidwives  acting  in 
that  eapa(*ity,  i.e.,  60%  as  compared  with  61%  in  1050. 

In  all,  11(S  niidwives  have  notified  their  intention  to

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PROTECTION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH. 

The  Sclieme  mafle  under  Section  26  of  tTo  National 
H(‘altlt  Service  Act  provides  that  upon  the  request  of  their 
parents  or  p^uardians  children  may  receive  protection  against 
whooping  cough,  it  being  intended  that  this  protection  shall 
be  given  at  the  same  time  as  they  are  immunised  against 
fliphtlieria. 

During  the  year,  595  (‘hildren  received  this  dual  protec- 
tion and  d9  children  who  had  previously  been  inimunised 
against  diphtlieria  were  given  separate  anti-whooping  cough 
injeidions.  In  577  of  these  cases,  the  immunisation  was 
carried  out  by  general  practitioners  at  their  surgeries  or  in 
the  })atients’  homes. 


AMBULANCE  SERVICE. 

The  Ambulance  Service  continued  to  be  organised  on  the 
basis  as  detailed  in  my  previous  reports. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Council  had  in  service 
19  ambulances  (including  six  Daimler  ambulances),  and  11 
“ rtilecon  ” sitting  case  Amhicles  which  could  be  used  as 
emergency  ambulances  if  necessary.  The  St.  John  Ambulance 
Hrigade  was  providing  six  ambulances  and  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society  two  ambulances  under  agency  arrang^ements, 
and  the  (Vninty  Boroughs  of  Hull  and  York  and  the  County 
(Vnincils  of  the  North  and  West  Ridings  were  providing 
certain  services  for  the  parts  of  the  County  adjacent  to  the 
respective  boundaries  of  these  Authorities.  Thirty-one  drivers 
and  attendants  were  employed  on  a whole-time  basis. 

A close  liaison  has  continued  with  the  ambulance  depart- 
ments of  the  various  Local  Health  Authorities  in  the  region. 

In  all,  during  the  year  a total  of  44,489  “ patients 
were  carried  by  the  ambulance  service,  and  the  ditferent  tyjies 
of  case  and  the  numbers  in  each  category  are  shown  in  the

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DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  99  part-time  domestic 
helps  on  the  panel,  of  whom  three  were  on  the  retained  ” 
il  list.  This  number  compares  with  81  at  the  end  of  1950. 
1 Actually,  48  new  helpers  were  enrolled,  but  30  workers 
1 resigned  during  the  year  for  various  reasons. 

During  the  year,  351  cases  were  attended — 133  being 
; coinfinemeiit  cases,  213  cases  of  general  illness  and  5 of 
I luberculosis. 

CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE. 

The  care  services  have  continued  to  be  operateid  centrally 
i and  are  referred  to  in  various  ])arts  of  this  report. 

The  medical  loan  service  coaitinued  to  be  operated  on 
(I  belialf  of  the  Ctunity  Council  by  the  British  Bed  Cross  Society, 
f who  had  at  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  43  Depots  in  the 
.1  County.  During  the  year,  1,190  articles  were  loaned  under 
.1  this  arrangement.  Except  iii  the  case  of  patients  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  and  necessitous  ])atients,  small  charges  are 
[i  made  for  the  loan  of  the  moie  ex])ensive  articles. 

MENTAL  HEALTH. 

I Aoministratton. 

As  outlined  in  previous  reports,  the  detailed  work  of  the 
I Mental  Health  Service  is  dealt  witli  by  a Sub-Committee  of 
the  H ealth  Committee  consisting  of  10  members  who  meet 
I quarterly  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  reports  on 
I defectives  and  other  persons  in  the  care  of  the  Committee, 

I and  making  recommendations  to  tlie  Healtli  Committee  as  to 
the  administration  of  the  service  or  any  specific  action  to  be 
il  taken  in  any  individual  cases. 

Apart  from  myself  and  my  deputy,  there  were  seven 
: medical  otficers  on  the  (k)uncil’s  staff  who  have  attended 
t special  courses  on  luental  defi(‘iency  and  are  recognised  for 
: the  purpose  of  examining  educationally  sub-normal  children. 

I Five  of  these  doctors  are  also  approved  as  examining  and 
I certifying  officers  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts  (as 
; amended).  The  Cbunty  is  divided  into  four  areas  controlled 
i from  the  central  office,  and  in  ea<*h  area  there  is  a Duly 
I AuthoTised  Officer.  The  Duly  Authorised  Officers  are  also 
I District  Welfare  Officers  operating  under  the  National 
I Assistance  Act,  1948.  On  the  central  staff  there  is  a trained 
! psychiatric  social  worker  and  a full-time  female  social  worker 
' who  holds  a Diploma,  in  Social  Science.  Four  members  of 
i the  Council’s  headquarters  staff  are  also  approved  as  Duly 
. A u t h or  i s e d 0 ffi  c e r s . 

Tinder  arrangements  with  appropriate  Regional  Hospital 
Boiards  and  the  Hospital  Management  Committees,  the 
' Council  undertake  the  domiciliary  supervision  of  defectives 
who  are  on  licence  from  institutions  and  other  persons  suffer- 
ing from  mental  illness  residing  in  their  own  homes  or  with 
friends  or  employers  in  the  County. 
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No  duties  have  been  delegated  by  the  Council  to 
Voluntary  Associations. 

The  Council  have  not  directly  arranged  training  courses 
tor  mental  health  workers,  but  three  of  the  Duly  Authorised 
(Uticers  liave  attended  a])])roved  courses  on  mental  health 
work  and  others  will  attend  as  soon  as  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments can  be  made. 

AcCIOUNT  of  AVoRK  undertaken  in  the  ('()MMUNTTA\ 

(a)  Mental  Defectives. 

All  mental  defectives  residing  in  the  County  who  are 
under  Statutory  Su])ei'vision,  or  licensed  from  Institutions 
and  under  Guardianshi])  Orders  are  regularly  visited  by  the 
Council’s  Duly  Authoi-ised  Officers  and  the  social  worker, 
who  also  provide  a gcTieral  welfare  and  advisory  service  for 
the  parents  and  guardians  as  well  as  for  the  defectives. 
During  the  year,  a number  of  mental  defectives  under 
statutory  supervision  have  been  re-examined  by  the  Council’s 
approved  meflicall  offi(‘ers,  as  a result  of  which  four  cases 
have  been  removed  fi'om  Ihe  (^)uncirs  records. 

Owing  to  the  scattered  nature  of  tlie  ('ounty,  it  is  not 
practicable  to  ('stablisli  occu]nation  centres  for  mental 
defectives.  Instrindion  in  oc<'U))ational  and  liandicraft  work 
is,  liowever,  jirovided  by  the  (kmncil  for  a limited  number 
of  defectives  residing  in  their  own  homes,  and  this  work  is 
at  the  ])resent  time  being  undertaken  by  the  social  worker, 
’the  success  of  such  an  arrangement,  of  course,  largely 
depends  on  the  enthusiasm  of  the  ])arent  or  guardian  to 
(‘ontinue  with  the  work  on  the  coinpletion  of  the  course  of 
instruction. 

The  club  in  Bridlington  for  mental  defective  children, 
run  by  the  AVomen’s  A'oluntarv  Service,  was  closed  during 
the  year.  The  results  had  been  good  and  it  is  regrettable 
that  the  (‘lub  had  to  be  closed,  but  the  ai tendances  had  fallen 
largely  on  account  of  lack  of  co'-o])eration  by  parents.

The  majority  of  mental  defectives  are,  of  course, 
ascertained  through  the  School  Medical  Service,  but  it  some- 
times hap])ens  that  particulars  of  alleged  mental  defectives 
(other  than  school  children^  are  obtained  from  a.  A^ariety  of 
sources,  e.g.,  police,  relatives,  medical  practitioners,  and 
through  the  PoiinciTs  general  welfare  service. 
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Duriup^  the  year,  45  persons  were  aseertained  to  be  mental 
defectives  within  tlie  meaning  of  the  Acts,  and  of  these,  40 
were  placed  under  statutory  supervision  and  five  admitted 
to  institutions. 

Nine  cases  were  on  licence  from  institutions  and  two  oases 
under  guardianship  orders.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  there 
were  16  defectives,  13  of  whom  were  children,  awaiting 
admission  to  certified  institutions.

(d)  The  psychiatric  social  worker  is  now  employed  full- 
time within  the  County  and  increasing  use  has  been  made 
of  her  services.  Two  days  a week  of  her  time  are  allolted 
to  idiild  guidance  clinic*-  work  for  the  Ldiication  Committee, 
two  days  for  work  at  Jlroadgate  Hosi)ital  under  an  arrange- 
ment made  with  the  Jliast  Hiding  Hosi)ital  Management 
Committee,  and  the  remainder  of  her  time  is  devoted  to  work 
directly  under  the  Council's  mental  health  service.

REGISTRATION  OF  NURSING  HOMES. 

No  new  certificates  of  registration  were  issued  during 
t the  year.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  four  homes

Th  ree  hundred  and  eighty-six  patients  were  admitted  to 
1 these  homes  during  the  year,  328  of  whom  were  maternity 
D cases,  whilst  15  were  medical,  42  convalescent  or  chronic, 
8 and  one  orthoptedic. 
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NURSERY  AND  CHILD  MINDERS  REGULATION 

ACT,  1948. 

This  Act  requires  that  every  local  Health  Authority  shall 
keep  registers : — 

(a)  of  premises  in  their  area,  other  than  premises  wholly 

or  mainly  used  as  private  dwellings,  where 
children  are  received  to  be  looked  after  for  the 
day  or  a substantial  part  thereof  (m  for  any  longer 
period  not  exceeding  6 days; 

(b)  of  persons  in  their  area  who  for  reward  receive  into 

their  homes  children  under  the  age  of  five  to  be 
looked  after  as  aforesaid. 

Premises  at  Cottiiigham  providing  accommodation  for 
40  children,  and  five  daily  minders,  are  registered. 

During  the  year,  three  new  daily  minders  were  registered 
and  one  registration  was  cancelled  on  removal  of  the  person 
concerned  from  the  area. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

1 am  indebted  to  the  County  Welfare  Officer  for  the 
following  re})ort  upon  the  duties  carried  o\it  under  the 
National  Assistance  Act:  — 

The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  provides  for  the 
establishment  by  the  C'ouncil  as  a welfare  authority  of  two 
main  services:  — 

(1)  Accommodation. 

(a)  residential  accommodation  for  persons  who  by 
reason  of  age,  infirmity  or  any  other  circumstances 
are  in  need  of  care  and  attention  which  is  not 
otherwise  available  to  them ; 

(b)  temporary  accommodation  for  persons  who  are  in 
urgent  need  thereof,  being  need  arising  in  circum- 
stances which  could  not  reasonably  have  been 
foreseen  or  in  such  other  circumstances  as  the 
authority  may  in  any  particular  case  determine. 

(2)  Domiciliary  welfare  services. 

(a)  the  provision  of  a welfare  service  for  the  blind, 
deaf  or  dumb,  and  other  persons  who  are  sub- 
stantially and  permanently  handicapped  by  illness, 
injury  or  congenital  deformity  or  such  other 
disabilities  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Minister. 

Residential  Accommodation. 

When  the  Act  became  operative,  the  Council  were  the 
owners  of  the  following  residential  establishments  providing 
accommodation  as  stated  : — 

Burlington  House,  Bridlington  ...  82  beds 

The  Poplars,  Pocklington  72  beds 

Gilberdyke  House,  Gilberdyke  ...  24  beds 
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Tender  an  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
the  Couneil  directly  administer  the  non-sick  portion  of  the 
East  Riding  General  Hos])ital  at  Driffield,  which  hospital, 
o*f  course,  is  the  property  of  the  Board.  The  numher  of  beds 
available  there  during  the  year  was  reduced  on  account  of 
overcrowding  to  7b.  The  Council  em])loy  their  own  staff  to 
administer  the  non-sick  portion  of  the  hospital,  altliough  the 
local  Hospital  anagement  Committee  does,  of  (’ourse, 
provide  main  services,  e.g.,  meals,  heating,  lighting,  laundry, 
etc. 

During  the  year,  the  following  new  establishments  were 
opened,  providing  accommoidation  as  stated:  — 


“ Tjangholm,'’  Beverley  21  beds 

“ Clovelly,”  Withernsea  10  beds 


Two  further  Homes  at  Bridlington  and  Stamford  Bridge 
, V ere  rapidly  nearing  com])letion  at  the  end  (d'  t lie  year.  Other 
Homes  will  be  opened  when  available  and  according  to  need. 

The  limited  number  of  beds  available  are  constantly 
occupied  and  as  it  has  not  been  ])ossible  to  meet  all  demands 
I for  residential  accommodation,  admissbui  has  to  be  determined 
according  to  individual  circumstances.  This  results  in  a 
; fairly  lengthy  waiting  list  and  in  those  cases  where  it  is 
not  possible  to  provide  accommodation  immediately,  every 
i effort  is  made  to  meet  the  need  existing  in  tlu'  home  tlirough 
1 the  CounciEs  health  service  and  through  the  good  offices  of 
\ voluntary  organisations  and  individuals. 

The  Homes  are,  of  course,  maintained  for  ])ei‘sons  who, 
1 though  in  need  of  cai'e  and  attention  which  is  not  otherwise 
r available  to  them,  are  not  sick  persons  in  the  sense  that  they 
3 require  regular  medical  and  nursing  care.  These  latter  cases 
[ are,  of  course,  the  responsibility  of  tlie  Regional  Hospital 
1 Board. 


The  Act  also  empowers  Eocal  Authoi'ities  to  arrange 
with  voluntary  oig^anisations  for  the  jH'ovision  of  residential 
accommodation,  and  in  this  particular  connection  the  Gouncil 
are  providing*  accommodation  for  a number  of  aged  l)lind 
ladies  in  a Home  in  Beverley  maintained  by  the  Hull  and 
East  Riding  Institute  for  th(‘  Blind.  In  addition,  the  Council 
are  also  accepting  responsibility  for  the  maintenance  (diarges 
of  a number  of  persons  who  are  residing  in  Eocal  Authoi'it\ 
Homes  and  Homes  juaintained  by  voluntary  orgaiiisatioJis 
outside  file  East  Riding,  some  of  whicdi  are  ‘‘  spec 
Homes  catering  for  certain  cases,  e.g.,  epileptics, 

Tempokar Y Accommodatiois . 


The  provision  of  temporary  accommodation  is  primarily 
intended  for  dealing  with  persons  rendered  homeless  as  a 
result  of  hood,  hre,  etc.,  i.e.,  in  cii'cumstances  which  could 
not  reasonably  have  been  foreseen.  No  special  provision  has 
been  made  in  this  County,  but  in  case  of  necessity  sucli 
accommodation  would  be  made  available  in  Council  owuied 
and  ofher  properties,  for  which  purpose  limited  stocks  of 
bedding,  etc.,  are  maintained. 
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Domiciliary  welfare  services. 

'V\iv  statutory  f)r() visions  relating  to  ivelfare  services  are 
optional  unless  the  Minisl(M‘  ot  Health  otherwise  tlirects.  Tire 
Minister  has  diri'cted  that  th(‘  provision  ot  a welfare  service 
foi-  th('  blind  is  (d)ligatorY  uj)on  Comity  and  (j'ounty  Borougdi 
Councils,  auid  th(‘  (tomicil’s  ai-rangeineiits  with  the  Hull  and 
Cast  Hiding  Institute  for  the  Ulind,  under  which  the  Institute 
ai'('  niainiaining  a very  coini)i'ehensive  welfare  service, 
iinduding  Hit'  |)i'ovislon  of  workshops,  home  teaching,  home 
visiting,  etc.,  on  behalf  of  the  (aiunty  Council,  have  lieen 
continut'd.  ddiis  seivice  was  extended  during  the  year  to 
cover  paitially  sighted  persons. 


JIlusi). 

Oil  the  dlst  December,  Iboi,  the  otficial  Register  of  Blind 
Rt'jsons,  which  is  maintained  foi‘  the  Council  by  the  Hull 
and  Cast  Riding  Institute  tor  the  Blind,  showed  that  there 
wei'e  dll  blind  persons  in  the  ('ounty  (151  males  and  16U 
lemales).  In  comparison,  tht're  wert*  d)14  jiersons  (152  males, 
U)2  females)  on  tlit'  registei’  at  the  dlst  December,  1950. 

Cnder  the  arrangements  made  with  the  Blind  Institute, 
certain  apjiroved  blind  workers  are  employed  in  the  work- 
sho])s  of  the  Blind  Institute,  the  f'ounty  Council  continuing 
to  accejd  responsibility  for  the  augmentation  of  the  wages 
of  such  workers.  In  addition,  there  are  a small  number  of 
aiijiroved  blind  “ home  workers  ” whose  earnings  are 
augmented  by  the  (kiuncil.  Idieie  were  18  approved  work- 
shop employees  and  d apjU’oved  “ home  workers  ” at  ike  end 
(d‘  the  year. 

As  mentioned  in  jirevious  reports,  the  (Jouncil  re<'(dve  a 
grant  from  the  Ministry  of  Lafiour  in  respect  oi‘  the  expendi- 
ture on  augmentation  of  wages  of  workshop  employees  and 
uow  also  receive  a.  small  annual  grant  in  respect  of 
administrative  expenses  incurred  in  connection  witk  approved 
koaiie  workers. 


Other  handicarped  persons. 

Di  1948,  tlie  (jovernment  appointed  an  Advisory  Com- 
mittee to  consider  problems  relating  to  the  welfare  of  classes 
of  substantially  and  ])ermanently  hamlicajiped  persons  (other 
than  blind  and  {lartially  sighted).  The  report  of  the  Advisory 
C'ommittee  was  l•eceived  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  but  it  was  not  possible  to  imiilement  any  of  the 
suggestions  contained  therein  during  1951.  The  matter  is 
being  pursued,  however,  and  in  the  meantime  very  much 
good  work  is  being  undertaken  for  the  deaf  and  dTimb  by 
the  Institutes  at  Hull  and  York,  in  respect  of  which  the 
Council  are  making  financial  contributions.  Further,  the 
Council  are  proceeding  with  the  survey  of  the  County  with 
the  object  of  collecting  statistical  information  regarding  the 
remaining  classes  of  handicapped  persons,  from  Avhich  it 
should  be  possible  to  determine  what  type  of  welfare  services 
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(if  any)  will  be  necessary.  Wliere  an  immediate  need  is 
disclosed,  tliese  i:)eople  are  afforded  all  possible  advice  and 
assistance  tbrougli  the  Conncirs  existing'  services  or  throngh 
the  various  voluntary  and  statutory  bodies. 

Registeatiox  of  Homes  foe  Hisaeled  and  Old  Peesons. 

The  Council  has  certain  responsibilities  and  powers  as  a 
‘ Welfare  Authority  under  the  Act  relating  to  the  inspection 
< and  registration  of  Homes  for  disabled  or  (dd  ])ersons  main- 
tained by  private  individuals  or  v(duntary  organisations. 
Tliere  are  few  such  establishuients  in  llie  Riding. 

Peotection  of  Peopeety. 

; (a)  Tempordvij  profectioi}. 

When  a person  is  admitted  to  a.  lios]dtal  oi'  to  any 
I residential  ac(‘ommodation  ]D'ovided  undei'  tlie  National 
/ Assistance  Act,  and  it  ap])ears  to  tlie  CAuneil  that,  Ihei-e  is 
a danger  of  loss  or  damage,  etc.,  to  any  moveable  ])ro])('idy 
( belonging  to  the  ])atient,  it  is  the  duty  of  I he  ('ouncil  to 
5 take  reasonable  steps  to  ]U‘event  or  mitigate  the  loss  or 
damage.  Cases  under  this  heading  fre(|uently  occur  and  the 
^ Council’s  officers  take  a])])i'o])]date  ste])s  to  safeguard  the 
1 interests  (A'  the  individuals  concerned.

(b)  Peniuf  jient  protection . 

Where  a ])erson  is  of  unsound  mind  in  a inental  hospital 
or  other  establishment,  and  thus  not  ca])able  (d‘  managing 
his  own  affairs,  the  County  Welf.ai’e  ( )ffi(‘er  (in  a])])ro])riate 
cases)  takes  ste])s  to  a])]dy  fo]'  his  ap])ointment  as  receiver 
of  the  ])erso]Ps  estate  under  an  Ordei*  of  the  (^)urt  of 
Protection.  Cndei’  the  Orde?*  of  I he  Court,  tire  pei'son’s 
interests  and  affairs  aiu  comjdetely  safeguarded.  A relative 
or  othei*  person  may,  of  ('ouise,  a])])ly  and  may  ac(*e])t  responsi- 
bility for  the  affairs  of  the  patient,  and  thus  obviate  the 
necessity  for  the  Council’s  officei*  taking  any  action.

Hospital  Milk  Supplies. 

Forty-five  samples  of  milk  produced  at  Hospital  dairy 
farms  have  been  obtained  and  submitted  to  the  methylene 
blue  test  at  the  reijuest  ot'  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Forty- 
three  samples  passed  the  test  and  two  failed. 

Twenty-foiir  of  the  sain))les  were  examined  for  the 
presence  of  tul)ercle  bacilli  and  brucella  abortus.  JS'ineteen 
of  the  samples  were  reported  as  negative  and  in  the  remaining 
5 cases  the  guinea  pigs  died  before  the  tests  were  completed. 

Biological  Examinations. 

Ninety-two  samples  of  undesignated  milk  were  obtained 
by  ofiicers  of  the  County  (k)uncil  and  examined  biologically 
for  the  presence  of  tubercde  bacilli.  Eighty-four  of  the 
samples  pi'oved  negative  and  in  the  remaining  (S  cases  the 
guinea  pigs  died  before  the  examination  could  be  completed. 

in  addition  to  the  above  sami)les,  ‘dOO  san]i)les  were  taken 
by  County  District  Councils  for  the  ju’esence  of  tubercle 
bacilli.  Due  hundred  and  eighty-seven  proved  negative,  5 
were  positive,  and  in  the  remaining  eight  cases  the  guinea 
pigs  died  before  the  examination  was  comj)leted.  Ap|)ropriate 
action  was  taken  to  secure  the  slaughter  of  the  infected 
animals  in  those  cases  where  positive  results  were  reported.

ddie  County  (iouncirs  scheme  inclndi'S  a [iro vision  for 
ICthC.  vai  ‘cination  against  tuberculosis,  and  during  the  year 
the  vai'ious  chest  tiliysiciaiis  have'  reiiorted  that  they  have 
vaccinated  27  cas(‘s.  It  is  to'  1h‘  IioirmI  that  this  service  will 
he  extended  considerably  in  the  future. 

tku'e  and  after-cai'i'  arrangenimits  have  continued  lo  be 
administered  centi'ally.  Health  \ isitors  and  School  Nurses 
also  act  as  Thiherculosis  \ isitoi's;  they  visit  the  homes  of 
patients  and  attend  at  dispensary  sessions  so  tliat  they  can 
co-ordinate  their  work  with  that  of  flit'  Uegional  Hospital 
Hoard’s  Tuberculosis  Special ists. 

As  till'  need  arises,  tuberculous  iiatiimts  being  treated  in 
tlieir  own  homes  ai'c  supplied  with  exti'a  milk,  with  garden 
shelters,  and  with  nursing  equipment  as  requii'ed.  No  charges 
are  made  for  any  of  these  provisions.

GENERAL  CONDITION 

Kesults  shoiw  that  a hig'h  staiulnrd  of  uuiriiion  is  being 
luainta ined . Out  of  8,294  ehildiiMi  exainiued  for  classifiea- 
iiou,  99.87%  are  marked  good  or  fair  as  I'egards  uuirition 
and  9.1)8%  as  poor.  These  percentages  show  a further 
improvement  on  those  found  in  previous  years. 

VISUAL  DEFECTS  AND  EXTERNAL  EYE  DISEASE  | 

Duidug  the  year  Oil  children  were  found  at  medical  | 
inspections  to  be  in  need  of  treatment  for  eye  defects  as  i 
com])ared  witli  857  in  1950.  In  addition,  1,587  children  were 
found  to  need  to  he  kept  under  ol)seT'vation  for  these  defects. 
Many  of  these  were  children  wlio  liad  received  glasses  and 
who  were  already  being  kept  under  observation  at  the  various 
i'efra(“tiou  (dinics.  i 

The  refraction  clinic  service  is  staffed  by  a specialist  ! 
officer  of  tbe  Eegional  Hospital  Board,  but,  I am  pleased  to  | 
sa.y,  all  (dnTdreu  are  seen  in  clinic  premises  provided  by  the  . 
Education  or  Health  Authority  and  are  only  referred  to 
hospitals  if  the  conditions  from  which  they  are  suffering 
are  sued)  as  can  only  be  dealt  with  at  a hospital. 

ddiese  refraction  clinics  are  held  at  Beverley  three 
times  a immth,  at  Bridlington  twice  a month,  and  at  Barlby, 
Driffield,  Fulford,  Hessle,  Norton,  FT)eklington  and  Withern- 
sea  once  a month.  At  these  clinics  1,788  children  were 
examined  during  the  year,  making  1,911  attendances  in  all. 
Many  of  these  (diildren  were  those  to  whom  reference  has 
already  been  made  who  were  attending  for  re-examination 
In  asceT'tain  whether  glasses  ])reviously  prescribed  were  still 
suitable  or  needed  alteration,  and  tliose  suffering  from  spuint 
who  needed  to  be  kept  under  regular  su])e.rvisii)u . 

(Hasses  were  jireseribed  either  initially  or  as  alterations 
in  759  cases  and  999  children  are  known  during  the  year  to 
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bave  obtained  glasses.  The  rather  complicated  procedure 
which  now  has  to  be  adopted  by  parents  lo  obtain  spectacles 
for  their  children  means  that  often  some  (ionsideiaible  time 
elapses  before  the  various  Hospital  Management  (hunmittees 
serving  the  County  are  in  possession  of  tlie  information  tliat 
spectacles  have  been  provided,  and  a furtlier  delay  occurs 
before  this  information  reaches  the  Sidiool  Medical  Depart- 
ment. Steps  have  been  taken  during  the  year  to  try  to 
improve  the  arrangements  for  the  passing  on  of  this  informa- 
tion so  that  follow-up  enquiries  can  be  instituted  where 
necessary  without  undue  delay  in  those  cases  where  it  ap])ears 
that  parents  have  failed  to  carry  out  the  advice  given  at  the 
clinics.  As  the  basic  principles  controlling  the  examination 
of  school  children  and  the  provision  of  spectacles  for  them 
through  prescriptions  taken  tO'  loc,al  opticians  are  virtually 
the  same  as  those  which  existed  before  the  changes  in  their 
application  were  made  as  a result  of  the  coming  into  opera- 
tion O'f  the  National  Health  Service  Act  in  194(S,  it  is,  I 
think,  unfortunate  that  the  simple  and  effective  metliod  then 
used  for  obtaining  spectacles  could  not  have  been  retained. 

The  services  of  an  orthoptist  were  available  at  the  YfU'k 
‘ County  Hospital,  and  8 children  attended  tlrat  oi-thoptir-  clinic 
I on  8]  occasions. 

EAR  DISEASE  AND  DEFECTIVE  HEARING 

Children  suffering  from  ear  discharge  can  attend  the 
I general  aural  clinics  established  in  hospitals  at  Heverh'v, 
ririffield,  Scarborough  and  York. 

NOSE  AND  THROAT  DEFECTS 

During  the  year,  although  there  was  a considerable 
I reduction  in  the  number  of  children  considered  at  I’outine 
5 and  special  examinations  tO'  be  in  need  of  operative  treatment, 
1 the  number  of  children  who  are  known  to  have  been  operated 
J upon  has  again  considerably  increased  on  the  previous  year's 
] hgures.  As  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  this  is  due  to  the 
7 working  off  at  the  ho'spitals  of  long  waiting  lists  of  children 
1 referred  for  treatment  from  various  sources.

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DISEASES  OF  THE  CHEST  AND  DELICATE  CHILDREN 

At  routine  or  s|)ei‘ial  inedica]  exaiuiiiatioiis  22  children 
have  been  recorded  as  needing-  treatment  for  diseases  of  the 
chest.  Following  the  usual  rouiiiie  all  were  leferred  to  Iheir 
family  doctors. 

At  the  Fastrington  Scluxd,  at.  the  iec|uesl  of  the  School 
Medi(‘al  I)e})artment,  a special  investigation  was  carried  out 
by  Dr.  Johnston,  the  (Jonsultant  (diest  Physician,  for  the 
area  of  the  County  in  which  this  school  is  situated,  d'his 
investigation  was  carried  out  because  a teachei-  at  the  school, 
as  the  result  of  attending  for  examination  at  a,  miniature 
mass  radiography  session,  found  that  he  was  suft'ering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Although  the  disease  was  in  its 
eaily  stages,  it  was  uncertain  for  how  long  he  had  been  in 
an  infectious  condition  and  whether  he  might  have  passed 
on  infectioiu  to  any  of  the  childien  in  the  primary  section  of 
the  school  in  which  he  worked  or  in  the  closely  associated 
infant  department,  the  children  from  whi(di  joined  the  other 
children  for  canteen  meals  of  which  the  mastei-  also  partook. 

Idle  first  action  was  to  call  a parents'  meeting,  at  which 
the  position  was  explained  and  details  were  given  of  the 
steps  it  was  proposed  to  take  if  the  parents  were  willing  to 
co-operate,  ddie  result  of  this  meeting  was  not  only  a complete 
acceptance  of  the  proposed  arrangements  by  all  the  parents 
in  the  village,  but  it  also  put  a stop  to  various  rumours  which 
were  circulating  and  had  the  elfect  of  thanks  being  expressed 
to  the  teacher  for  being  so  public-spirited  in  arranging  to 
have  himself  X-rayed  although  he  was  in  no  way  aware  that 
he  was  suft'ering  from  any  illness  as,  by  this  action,  he  had 
considerablv  leduced  anv  risk  he  may  have  been  to  the 

t.  1 « 

(diildren  under  his  care. 

It  sliould  be  stated  at  this  point  that  much  of  the  success 
exjierienced  in  this  investigation  in  the  full  and  helpful 
co-operation  of  parents  was  due  to  the  influence  of  the  head- 
master of  the  school  and  to  the  work  put  in  by  him  and  the 
school  nui'ses  serving  that  area  of  the  (bounty. 

'Idle  (’onsultant  Idlest  ldi\sician  then  visited  the  school 
and  Maiitoiix  oi’  Iditidi  tested  all  (he  (diildren  and  also  some 
children  w ho  were  umU'i’  school  age  oi’  attending  other  schools, 
but  whose  lirotliers  or  sisters  were  attending  this  school.  In 
all  lOd  (diildren  were  submitted  to  (he  Hist  test  and  96  to 
the  second  test.  t>t  the  children  who  tailed  to  report  for  the 
second  test  all  were  negative  to  the  first  test  and  five  were 
under  sclioid  age. 

41  ehildreii  gave  a positive  reac  tion  either  to  the  first  or 
the  second  test  and  were  specially  examined  and  X-rayed. 
’Idiree  were  found  t(.»  have  evidence  of  healed  tulierculosis,  but 
none  sliow-ed  any  signs  of  active  disease.  Df  those  showing 
negative  reactions,  bf  have  ac(^epted  and  received  B.C.G. 
vaccination.  In  addition,  the  eight  niembers  of  the  teaching 
and  other  staff  of  the  school  were  examined  and  X-rayed— all 
with  negative  results.

UNCLEANLINESS 

In  their  cleanliness  surveys  the  school  niu'ses  made

Duriiio'  tlie  year  221  (‘hildreii  (of  wlioin  53  were  new 
cases)  made  337  latteiidaiices  at  the  ortliopied ic.  clinics.  These 
figures  show  considerahle  reduction  on  those  for  the  previous 
year.  Ex(*ept  in  the  case  of  the  Dritfield  Clinic  whicli  is  now 
held  at  the  East  Riding  (leneral  H'os])ital  all  clinics  continue 
to  be  held  in  ])remises  ])rovided  by  the  Education  Committee, 
the  Regional  Hospital  Hoai'd  making  ari'angements  for  the 
servi(‘es  of  the  orthopjedic  specialists.

This  figure  show\s  a considerahle  increase  over  the  i 
corresponding  one  of  50  for  tlie  ])revious  year.  This  may  he  ; 
explained  partly  by  the  fact  that  the  (dinic  was  operating 
throughout  the  full  twelve  month  period  and  partly  by  the 
development  of  the  testing  and  assessment  service : Of  the 
total  of  119,  76  wwe  treatment  cases  while  43  were  referred  j 
for  testing  and  assessment  only.  Thus  the  clinic  has  tended 
to  widen  its  scope  by  developing  two  distinct  but  parallel 
functions. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  those  children  accepted  for 
treatment  who  were  referred  from  sources  other  than  medical 
ones  were  examined  by  a school  medical  officer.  As  was 
expected,  progress  w^as  made  more  quickly  wuth  those  children 
w^hose  disorders  resulted  from  existing  environmental 
difficulties,  that  is,  children  w^ho  were  suffering  strongly  from 
feelings  of  anxiety,  insecurity,  jealousy  or  guilt  because  of 
unsympathetic  or  abnormal  conditions  at  home.  In  such  a 
situation  parental  co-operation  was  essential,  and  in  this 
respect  much  depended  on  the  time-consuming  wmrk  done  by 
the  psychiatric  social  worker  in  the  homes  and  in  the  clinic, 
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Play  or  group  therapy,  conducted  by  tlie  mental  health 
social  worker,  in  addition  to  being  administratively  con- 
venient, proved  to  be  of  great  value,  particularly  with  young 
children.  In  the  lightly-controlled,  uncritical  atmosphere  of 
the  play-room  the  child  is  free  to  pursue  an  activity  of  his 
own  choosing  or  to  join  with  others  of  the  same  age  in  group 
work.  Those  children  who  are  socially  retarded,  shy  and 
withdrawn,  or  even  over-aggressive,  are  helped  by  the  presence 
of  a sympathetic*  yet  detac'hed  adult  to  face  uj)  to  their 
anxieties  and  feelings  of  inse(*urity  and  guilt,  and  to  achieve 
a satisfac'tory  adjustment  towards  other  children  by  being 
given  an  opportunity  to  succeed  both  as  an  individual  and 
as  a member  of  a team.

riie  stafi'  was  siniilai'  to  that  ol  last  year  and  ycnisisted 
ot  one  chief  and  foni‘  assistant  dental  ottieeis.  In  spite  of 
the  fact  that  the  stall’  was  nearly  60  per  cent,  under  establish- 
ment it  has  been  ])ossible  to  maintain  a I'easonable  though 
restricted  seiviee  throughout  the  County.  In  certain  areas 
the  time  interval  between  visits  has  increased  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  reduce  the  distidcts  concerned  geogi’a ph icall y and 
nuinei’icall y in  oialei-  that  the  Intervals  between  treat nieiit  are 
reasonable.  When  the  number  of  child len  under  the  care  of 
a dental  officer  reaches  smdi  pi'o[)oi*t ions  that  they  cannot  be 
visited  at  least  on(*e  a year,  the  amount  of  woi'k  found  takcLS 
considerably  longer  to  carry  out  and  so  tin*  intej'val  between 
treatment  visits  tends  to  increase. 

Treatment  has  been  limited,  but  each  cdiild  oh'ered 
conservative  treatment  was  made  dentally  fit.  WTjtue  there 
was  a risk  of  failure,  fillings  \\'ere  not  attem|>ted.  Most  of 
the  extractions  permanent  and  deciduous,-  were  done  under 
N'^(  > + regular  sessions  being  held  foj’  this  purpose. 

Conservative  work  on  the  tenijtorai'v  dentition  has  been 
practically  discont inued . 

There  has  been  a considerable  demand  for  orthotlontic 
treatment  and  it  is  regrettable  that  so  many  cases  could  not 
be  ac(“ei)ted.  Only  those  irregularities  which  could  be  treated 
successfully  with  a sim[)le  ai)i)liance  in  a short  time  or 
corrected  surgically  have  been  undertaken. 

Four  of  the  mobile  clinics  were  in  continuous  use  in  the 
the  rural  areas  and  the  fifth  was  stationed  at  llessle  and  used 
as  a fixed  clinic  for  six  sessions  monthly.  It  was  only  possible 
to  use  the  Ifeverley  and  Bridlington  Clinics  for  a similar  I 
period  each  month.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  recon-  | 
struction  of  the  Bridlington  Clinic*,  was  (‘ommenced.  When 
this  work  is  comi)leted  the  dental  side  will  consist  of  a surgery, 
recovery  room  and  work  room,  ft  is  hoped  that  sessions  will 
be  resumed  there  early  in  the  new  year. 

The  statistics  relating  to  the  year's  work  appear  at  the 
end  of  this  report.

Activity  in  foothall  has  been  well  maintained,  although 
many  sidiools  have  had  diHiculty  in  olhaining  gioumis.  The 
l^’ootball  Association  pi'ovides  a ([ualifital  coaidi  who  has  visited 
s(dio()ls  on  Saturdays  to  give  coacdiing  in  the  game.  District 
leagues  in  the  (kninty  were  well  supported  and  knock-out 
competitions  \Nere  also  held  for  senior,  junior  and  c-ountry 
school  teams.  In  s])ite  of  difficult  and  expensive  journeys 
whi(d]  these  juatches  entailed  fixtures  were  fulfilled.  A repre- 
sentative Kast  biding  S(di(K)ls’  dVam  was  entered  in  the 
Kemsley  Shield,  Knglish  Shield  and  Yoi'kshire  com [letitions. 

Hockey  is  the  girls’  major  winter  game,  but  owing  to 
la(dv  of  suitable  pit(dies  the  game  cannot  develop  on  a com- 
parable  scale  to  boys’  football.  However,  [irovision  foi’  the 
game  is  being  made  in  the  new  secondary  S(diools.  Netball

Athletics. 

Athletics  in  the  schools  has  provided  sidiolars  with  mucli 
enjoyable  exercise  and  most  schools  have  held  their  own  and 
also  entered  District  and  Area  Sports. 

The  East  Riding  team  which  went  to  the  Yorkshire 
Schools’  Athletic  Si)orts  upheld  the  high  standard  achieved 
in  [)revious  years  by  being  jilaced  first  in  the  dunior  Girls" 
and  second  in  the  Junior  Boys’  Championshi])s.  Our  scholars 
distinguished  themselves  so  well  in  fact,  that  eleven  Avere 
included  in  the  team  of  fifty  whi(di  represented  Y'orkshire 
in  the  English  Scliools’  Athletic  Championship  Sports  held 
at  Southampton.  Eight  of  our  competitors  gained  medals  and 
Yorkshire  came  second  in  the  Championships. 


Swimming. 

The  gi'eatest  possible  use  was  made  of  existing  baths  to 
provide  swimming  instruction  for  scholars  during  school  time. 
Within  the  County,  Beverley  and  Norton  Baths  were  used; 
in  addition,  Baths  at  Selby,  Goole  and  Hull  were  used.  For 
the  first  time  sim-e  1948,  it  was  possible  to  bring  in  some 
schools  from  the  Preston-Hedon  area  into  one  of  the  Hull 
Baths.  The  graded  swimming  tests  have  provided  a stimulus 
to  improve  the  standard  of  SAvimming  and  during  the  season 
eighteen  scholars  (ten  boys  and  eight  girls)  obtained  the 
County  Swimming  Certificate,  which  demands  a high  standard 
of  performance.  This  was  an  increase  of  five  on  the  previous 
year’s  total.
